[ Couttnifcd.] 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacledf  That  incase 
a decree  of  condemnation  shall  be  rendered,  the 
court  shall  consider  the  claims  of  all  vessels  to 
participate  in  tho  proceeds,  and  for  thatpurpoio 
shall,  at  as  early  a stage  of  the  cause  as  possible, 
order  testimony  to  be  taken  tending  to  show  what 
partshould  be  awarded  to  the  captors,  and  what 
vessels  are  entitled  to  share,  aud  such  testimony 
may  bo  sworn  to  boforo  any  judge  or  commis- 
sionor  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  consul 
or  commercial  agent  of  the  United  States,  or  no- 
tary public,  or  any  officer  of  the  navy  highest 
in  rank,  reasonably  accessible  to  the  deponent. 
The  court  shall  make  a decree  of  distribution, 
determining  what  vessels  areentitled  to  share  in 
the  prize,  and  whether  the  prize  was  of  superior, 
equal,  or  inferior  force  to  the  vessel  or  vessels 
making  tho  capture.  And  said  decree  shall  recite 
the  amount  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  prize 
subject  to  the  order  of  tho  court,  and  the  amount 
deduotod  therefrom  for  costs  and  expenses,  and  the 
amount  remaining  for  distribution,  and  whether  the 
whole  of  such  residue  is  to  go  tu  the  captors,  or 
one-half  to  the  captor.^,  and  one  half  to  the  Uni 
ted  States. 

Sec.  10,  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  net 
proceeds  of  all  property  condemned  as  prize  shall, 
when  the  prize  was  of  superior  or  equal  force  to 
the  vessel  or  vesi*eia  making  the  capture,  be  de- 
creed to  tbo  captors;  and  when  of  inferior  force, 
one-balf  shall  bo  deoreed  to  tho  United  States 
and  the  other  half  to  the  captors  : Provided,  That 
in  case  of  privateers  aud  loiters  of  marque, 
the  whole  shall  be  decreed  to  the  captors,  unless 
it  shall  be  otherwise  provided  in  the  obimissions 
issued  to  such  vessels.  All  vessels  of  the  navy 
within  sigual  distance  of  tbo  vessel  of  vessels 
making  tho  capture,  under  such  circumstauces 
and  io  such  condition  as  to  bo  able  to  render 
effective  aid  if  required,  shall  share  in  the  prize  ; 
and  in  case  of  vessels  not  of  the  navy,  none  shall 
bo  entitled  to  share  except  the  vessel  or  vessels 
making  the  capture,  in  which  term  shall  be  iucin 
ded  vessels  present  at  the  capture  and  render 
ing  actual  assistance  in  the  capture.  All  prize 
money  adjudged  to  the  captors  shall  be  distrib- 
uted In  tho  following  proportions,  namely: 

First.  To  the  commanding  officer  of  a fleet  or 
squadron,  one  twentieth  part  of  all  prize  money 
awarded  to  any  vessel  or  vessels  under  his  imme- 
diate command. 

Second.  To  the  ootumanding  officer  of  a divis- 
ion of  a fleet  or  squadron,  on  duty  under  the  or- 
ders of  the  oommander-in-chief  of  su<*h  fleet  or 
squadron,  a sum  equal  to  one-fiftieth  part  of 
any  prize  money  awarded  to  a ve.^sel  of  such  di- 
vision for  a capture  made  while  under  bis  com 
mand,  the  said  fiftieth  part  to  be  deducted  from 
the  money  due  to  the  United  States,  if  there  be 
such  moiety,  otherwise  from  the  amount  awarded 
to  the  captors  : Provided,  That  such  fiftieth  part 
shall  not  be  in  addition  to  any  share  which  may 
be  due  to  the  commander  of  the  division,  and 
which  be  may  elect  to  recoive,  as  commander  of 
a single  ship  making  or  assisting  in  the  cap 
ture. 

Third,  To  the  fleet  captain,  one-hundredth  part 
of  all  prize  money  awarded  to  any  vessel  or  ves- 
sels of  the  fleet  or  squadron  in  which  be  is  serv- 
iog,  except  io  a case  where  tho  capture  is  made 
by  the  vessel  on  board  of  which  be  is  serving  at 
tho  time  of  such  capture;  and  in  such  case  he  shall 
share,  io  proportion  to  bis  psy»  with  tUe  other 
officers  and  men  on  board  such  vessel,  as  is  here- 
inafter provided. 

Fourth.  To  the  camoiauder  of  a single  ship, 
one -tenth  part  of  all  the  prize  money  awarded  to 
the  ship  under  bis  command,  if  such  ship  at  the 
time  of  the  capture  was  under  the  command  of 
the  commanding  officer  of  a fleet  or  squadron, 
or  a division,  and  three-twentieths  if  his  ship 
was  acting  independently  of  such  superior  offi- 
cer. 

Fifth.  After  the  f irogoing  deductions,  the  res- 
idue shall  be  distributed  and  proportioued  among 
alt  others  doing  duty  on  board,  (including  the 
fleet  captain,)  and  borne  upon  the  books  of  the 
«hip,  in  proportion  to  their  re.spective  rates  of  pay 
in  the  service. 

No  commanding  officer  of  a fleet  or  squadron 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any  share  of  prizes 
captured  by  any  vessel  or  vessels  not  under  his 
command,  nor  of  such  prizes  as  may  have  been 
captured  by  any  ships  or  vessels  iniended  to  be 
placed  under  bis  command,  before  they  have  act- 
ed under  his  orders.  Nor  shall  the  commanding 
officer  of  a fleet  or  squadron,  leaving  tho  station 
where  ho  bad  command,  have  auy  share  in  the 
prizes  taken  by  ships  lelt  on  such  station  after  be 
has  gone  out  of  the  limits  of  his  said  command, 
nor  after  ho  has  transferred  his  command  to  his 
successor.  No  officer  or  other  person  who  shall 
have  been  temporarily  absent  on  duty  from  a ves- 
sel on  the  books  of  which  he  continued  to  bo  borne, 
while  so  absent,  shall  be  deprived  in  consequence 
of  such  absence  of  any  prize  money  to  which  he 
would  otherwise  be  entitled.  And  he  shall  con- 
tinue to  share  in  the  captures  of  the  vessels  to 
which  he  is  attached  until  regularly  discharged 
therefrom. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  a 
bounty  shall  bo  paid  by  the  United  States  foreach 
person  on  board  any  ship  or  vessel  of  war  belong- 
ing to  an  enemy  at  the  commencement  of  an  en- 
gagement, which  shall  be  sunk  or  otherwise  de- 
stroyed in  such  engagement  V>y  any  ship  or  vessel 
belonging  to  the  United  States,  or  which  it  may 
be  necessary  to  destroy  in  consequence  of  injuries 
sustained  in  action,  of  one  hundred  dollars,  if  the 
enemy's  vessel  was  of  inferior  force,  and  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  if  of  equal  or  superior  force,  to 
be  divided  among  tbo  officers  and  crew  in  the  same 
manner  as  prize  money;  and  when  theactual  num- 
ber of  men  on  board  any  such  vessel  cannot  be 
satisfactorily  ascertained,  it  shall  be  estimated  ac- 
cording to  the  compliment  allowed  to  vessels  of 
its  cla«8  in  tho  navy  of  the  United  States;  and 
there  shall  be  paid  as  bounty  to  the  captors  of  any 
vessel-of- war  captured  from  an  enemy,  which  they 
may  be  instructed  to  destroy,  or  which  shall  be  im- 
mediately destroyed  for  the  public  interest,  but 
not  in  consequence  of  injuries  received  in  action, 
fifty  dollars  for  every  person  who  shall  be  onboard 
at  the  time  as  such  capture.  AH  ransom  money, 
salvage,  bounty,  or  proceeds  of  condemned  prop- 
erty, accruing  or  awarded  to  any  vessel  of  tbe 
navy,  shall  be  distributed  and  paid  to  the  officers 
nod  men  entitled  thereto  in  the  same  manner  as 
pHze  money,  tinder  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy. 

Soc.  12.  And  be  it  f\x ether  enacted.  That  every 
assignment  of  prize  or  bounty  money,  or  wages, 
due  to  persons  enlisted  in  the  naval  service,  and 
all  powers  of  attorney  or  other  authority  to  draw, 
receipt  for,  or  transfer  the  same  shall  be  void, 
unless  the  same  be  attested  by  the  captain,  or 
other  commanding  officer,  and  the  paymaster:  aud 
in  case  of  anv  assignment  of  wages,  the  same 
shall  specify  the  precise  time  when  tho  commence. 
But  the  coiumanding  officer  of  every  vessel  is 
required  to  discourage  hi*  crew  from  selling  any 
part  of  their  prize  money  or  wages,  and  never 
to  attest  any  power  of  aUorney  until  he  is  satis- 
fied that  (he  .ssme  is  not  granted  in  consideration 
of  money  given  for  (he  purchase  of  prize  money 
or  w.iges. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enai  te  l.  That  appeals 
from  the  district  courts  of  the  United  States  in 
prize  causes  shall  he  directly  to  tho  Supreme 
Court,  and  shall  be  made  within  thirty  days  of 
the  rendering  of  the  decree  appealed  from,  unless 
the  court  sba  I previously  have  extended  the  time 
for  cause  shown  in  tbo  particular  ca:<e,  and  the 
Supremo  Court  shall  always  be  open  for  the  entry 
of  such  appeals.  Such  appeals  may  be  claimed 
whenever  the  amount  In  controversy  exceeds  two 
thousand  dollars,  and  in  other  cases  on  the  certifi- 
cate of  tbe  'district  judge  that  the  adjudication 
involves  a question  of  general  importance.  Not« 
withitanding  suoh  appeal,  the  diitriot  court  may 
make  and  execulo  all  necessary  orders  for  the  cus- 
tody and  disposal  of  the  prize  property;  and  in 


case  of  appeal  from  a decree  of  condemation,  may 
still  proceed  to  make  a decree  of  distribution  so 
far  as  to  determine  what  share  of  the  prize 
shall  go  to  the  captors,  and  what  vessels 
are  entitled  to  participate  therein.  Any  prize 
cause  now  pending  in  any  circuit  court  shall 
on  tbe  application  of  all  parties  in  interest  who 
have  appeared  in  tbo  cause,  be  traosferrod  by  that 
court  to  the  Supreme  Court ; and  such  transfer 
may  be  made,  io  tbo  discretion  of  the  court,  and 
on  such  terms  as  it  may  direct,  on  the  application 
of  any  party:  Provided,  That  if  tho  amount  iu 
controversy  does  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars, 
such  transfer  shall  not  be  made  unless  tbe  court 
shall  certify  that  the  adjudication  involves  a 
question  of  general  importance.  All  appeals  to 
^e  Supremo  Court  from  the  circuit  court  in  prize 
causes  uow  remaining  therein  shall  be  claimed 
and  allowed  in  tbe  same  manner  as  in  oases  of 
appeal  from  the  district  court  to  the  Supreme 
Court.  In  any  case  of  appeal  or  transfer  the 
court  below,  or  the  appellate  court,  may  order 
auy  origiual  document  or  other  evidence  to  be  sent 
up,  in  addition  to  the  copy  of  tbe  record,  or  in 
lieu  of  a copy  of  a part  thereof. 

Sec.  14.  And  it  further  enacted.  That  all 
costs  and  all  expenses  incident  to  tbe  bringing  in, 
custody,  preservation,  insurance,  sale,  or  other 
disposal  of  prize  property,  when  allowed  by  the 
court,  shall  be  a charge  upon  the  same,  and  be 
paid  therefrom  unless  tbe  court  shall  decree  res- 
titution free  from  such  charge.  No  payments 
shall  be  made  from  any  prize  fund,  except  upon 
tbe  order  of  tbe  court.  All  charges  for  work 
and  labor,  materials  furnished,  or  money  paid, 
shall  be  supported  by  affidavit  or  vouchers.  The 
court  may  at  any  time  order  tbe  payment,  from 
the  deposit  made  with  tbe  Assistant  Treasurer  in 
tbe  cause,  of  any  costs  or  charges  accrued  and 
allowed.  When  the  caufe  is  finally  disposed  of 
tbo  court  shall  make  its  order  or  orders  on  the 
Assistant  Treasurer  to  pay  the  costs  and  charges 
allowed  and  unpaid;  and  in  case  tbe  final  decree 
shall  be  for  re.siilutioo,  or  in  oase  there  shall  be 
no  money  subject  to  the  order  of  tbe  court  in 
the  cause,  any  costs  or  charges  allowed  by  tbe 
court,  and  not  paid  by  the  claimaats,  shall  be  a 
charge  upon  and  be  paid  out  of  the  fuud  for  de- 
fraying the  expenses  of  suits  in  which  the  United 
States  is  a party  or  interested. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  tt  further  enacted.  That  the 
court  may  require  auy  party,  at  auy  stage  of  tbe 
cause,  and  on  claiming  an  appeal,  to  give  security 
for  costs. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Thai  the 
net  amount  decreed  for  distribution  to  the  United 
States  or  to  vessels  of  tho  navy  shall  bo  ordered 
by  tbo  court  to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States,  to  be  dii-iriouted  acoording  to  the 
decree  of  the  court.  And  tho  Troasury  Depart- 
ment shall  credit  tho  Navy  Department  with  each 
amount  received  to  be  distributed  to  ves.^els  of 
tbe  navy;  and  tbe  persons  entitled  to  share  there 
in  shall  be  severally  credited  in  their  accounts 
with  tbe  Navy  Department  with  tbe  amounts  to 
which  they  are  respectively  entitled.  In  case  of 
vessels  not  of  tbe  navy,  tbe  distribution  shall  be 
made  by  the  court  to  tbe  several  parties  eutitled 
thereto,  and  the  amounts  decreed  to  them  shall 
be  divided  between  the  owners  and  tbe  ship’s 
company,  according  to  any  written  agreement 
between  them,  aud  in  tbe  absenoo  of  such  agree- 
ment, one  half  to  the  owners  and  one-half  to  tbe 
ship’s  company,  acoording  (u  their  respective 
rates  of  pay  on  board;  and  the  court  may  appoint 
a commissioner  to  make  such  distributiou,  sub- 
ject to  the  control  of  tbe  court,  who  shall  make 
due  return  ot  his  doings,  with  proof  of  actual 
paymoots  by  him,  and  who  shall  receive  no  other 
compensaCioo,  directly  or  indirectly,  than  such  as 
shall  be  allowed  him  by  the  court : Provided, 

That  in  casoof  vessels  not  of  the  navy,  but  oon- 
troited  by  any  Departmeot  of  (he  Government, 
(be  whole  amount  decreed  to  the  captors  shall  be 
divided  among  tbe  ship's  compauy. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  emxrted,  Tlint  the 
clerk  of  each  district  court  shall  render  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  tho  Secretary  ot 
tbe  Navy  a semi-annual  stuleiuent,  beginning 
with  tbe  first  day  of  July  next,  of  all  the  sum.'* 
allowed  by  the  court  and  ordered  to  be  paid, 
within  the  previous  half  year,  to  tbe  district  at- 
torney and  prize  commissiouers  for  services,  aud 
to  marshals  for  fees  and  oommisiions;  and  be 
shall,  in  all  prize  causes  in  the  district  tor  (be 
purpose  of  tho  final  decree  of  distribution,  ascer- 
taiu  and  keep  an  account  of  the  amount  deposit- 
ed with  the  Assistant  Treasurer,  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  court,  in  each  prize  cause,  and  the 
amouDti  ordered  to  be  paid  therefrom  as  costs 
and  charges,  and  the  residue  lor  distribution;  and 
shall  send  copies  of  all  final  decrees  of  distribu 
tion  to  the  becretary  ot  the  Treasury  aad  tbe 
Secretary  of  the  Navy;  and  shall  draw  the  orders 
of  tbe  court  fur  tho  payment  of  all  cobls  and  al< 
lowances,  and  lor  tbe  distribution  of  the  residue.

The  Sons  of  Liberty  in  Court. 

The  trial  of  II.  II.  Dodd,  of  Indianapolis, 
commenced  before  the  Military  Commission 
in  that  city,  on  the  27th  .September,  We 
have  determined  to  publish  a portion  of  the 
evidence  elicited  on  the  occasion;  and  we 
would  earnestly  urge  everybody  to  give  the 
record  a careful  consideration, — keeping  in 
mind  that  Dodd,  Ilarri-son,  Bingham, 
Bowles,  Milligan,  Humphrey,  Gatling,  etc. 
are  all  for  the  Chicago  anti-Union  platform 
and  its  nominees ; 

Feli.x  G.  Stidger  testified  that  Dr.  Bowles 
jave  him  the  first  information  respecting 
the  order  of  the  Sons  of  Liberty.  He  was 
sent  by  Capt.  f5.  E.  Jones,  Provost  Marshal, 
to  learn  the  particulars  of  the  organization, 
and  had  another  interview  with  Bowles 
about  the  20th  of  January,  1864;  wasregu~ 
larly  initiated  into  the  order  of  the  Sons  of 
Liberty.  This  was  about  the  5th  or  6th  of 
Juno;  was  instructed  in  the  third  degree  bv 
Mr.  Harrison,  the  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Council  of  this  State;  first  met  Dodd  in  the 
office  of  Mr.  Bingham,  editor  of  the  India- 
napolis Sentinel ; had  a letter  of  introduc 
tion  to  Dodd  from  Judge  Bullitt.  The  letter 
was  produced  in  Court.  The  conversation 
witness  iiad  with  Dodd  related  to  Mr.  Coffin, 
a United  States  detective  who  was  to  be  as- 
sassinated. Dodd  said  that  such  men 
would  have  to  be’ disposed  of.  The  persons 
connected  in  this  matter  at  that  lime  were 
Mr.  Dodd,  Harrison,  Dr.  Bowles,  Milligan 
Dr.  Humphrey  and  R.  J.  Gatling.  There 
were  a number  of  others  whose  names  the 
witness  could  not  remember.  Persons  were 
not  admitted  to  the  meeting  of  the  order  of 
the  .Sons  of  Liberty  without  a password  ; 
witness  was  at  the  lime  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Council  for  the  State  of  Kentucky 
was  appointed  by  the  chief  officer  of  the 
.State,  Judge  Bullitt,  and  still  holds  the  po- 
sition, if  such  an  office  exists.  The  Sons  of 
Liberty  was  a military  organization.  It  was 
in  this  organization  that  Coffin's  murder  was 
discussed,  and  it  was  decided  emphatically 
that  it  should  be  done.  There  was  to  be  a 
meeting  at  Hamilton  on  the  occasion  o.'  Mr. 
Vallandigham's  return,  at  which  Coffin  was 
expected  to  be  pre.sent. 

At  the  meeting  referred  to,  Dodd  called 
on  those  who  would  go  with  him  to  murder 
Coffin.  Only  one  man  responded — McBride, 
from  Evansville,  Ind.  — who  thought  he 
knew  Coffin.  He  could  not  join  Dodd..  The 
witness,  Bowles,  Dodd  and  Milligan,  went  to 
Hamilton,  but  Coffin  could  not  be  found. 
There  were  two  meetings  on  the  day  referred 
to.  At  the  evening  meeting  they  discussed 
the  military  organization  of  the  Sons  of 
Liberty.  A number  of  speeches  were  made, 
all  full  of  the  oppression  and  tyranny  of  the 
Government,  and  that  it  was  to  be  restored 
by  force  of  arms.  They  expected  a definite 
time  to  be  set  for  a general  uprising,  in  which 
they  were  to  seize  the  United  Stales  Arsenals 
in  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois.  The  rebel 
prisoners  in  these  .States  were  to  be  released 
and  arme.l  with  arms  seized  from  the  arsen- 
als. The  number  in  the  Order  of  the  Sons 
of  Liberty  was  calculated  to  be  60.000  to 
75.000  in  Indiana.  Illinois  was  counted  on 
as  having  a considerable  number,  and  Mis- 
souri was  bel'eved  to  be  almost  unanimous. 
Ohio  was  not  much  counted  on.  Bowles  told 
the  witness  that  he  had  his  command  or- 
ganized into  companies  and  regiments;  saw 
Bowles  at  Louisville.  He  was  there  experi 
menting  with  R.  C.  Bocking  in  the  manu- 
facture of  hand-grenades  and  Greek  fire, 
which  were  to  be  used  in  destroying  Govern 
ment  property.  Bowles  said  that  the  Greek 
fire  had  been  used  for  the  destruction  of  tbe 
Government  warehouse  at  Louisville  and  of 
the  Government  steamers. 

The  programme  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Order  in  Chicago  in  July  was  given  by  the 
witness  who  said  Dodd  had  told  him  that 
Cfiicagoans  had  agreed  to  seize  the  camps 
and  depots  of  prisoners  in  Ohio,  Indiana  and 
Illinois;  seize  the  arsenals  in  those  States; 
arm  the  rebel  prisoners  released,  and  also 
members  of  the  Order  and  unite  at  Louis 
ville.  The  uprising  wa.s  to  be  general  in  those 
Stales  an-l  in  Missouri,  and  as  much  of 
Kentucky  as  possible.  The  date  was  not 
fixed  definitely,  as  they  were  governed  in 
regard  to  awaiting  lor  the  rebel  armies  to 
cO'Opcrate  with  them. 

At  a conference  with  Bowles,  Milligan  and 
Walker,  it  was  determined  to  go  ahead  on 
the  15th  or  17ih  of  August,  and  carry  out 
the  plan  agreed  upon,  and  eventually  tinite 
at  Louisville. 

-\t  the  Chicago  meeting  of  the  order, 
there  were  present  Judge  Bullitt,  Dr. 
Bowles,  Richard  Barrett,  ot  St.  Louis,  Dodd 
and  .lohn  C.  Walker.  They  agreed  that  the 
uprising  was  to  take  place  from  the  3d  to 
the  17th  of  August,  as  should  finally  be  de- 
termined by  Vallandigham,  the  .Supreme 


Joseph  Risliue  and  Dr.  .bthoii.  .V  letter  was 
written  to  Dodd,  Bowles  and  Riatinc,  signed 
Dick,  supposed  to  be  written  by  Dick  Bright, 
warning  them  against  Coffin,  saying  that  he 
wa.s  a United  States  detective,  and  reported 
everything  they  did.  Wilson  met  other 
persons  in  the  Grand  Council  from  other 
parts  of  the  country  ; an  old  gentleman  by 
the  name  of  Otey,  Dr.  Lemmers,  a .Judge 
Borden,  from  Allen  county,  Mr.  Everett,  of 
Vanderburg  county,  Mr."  Leech,  of  the 
Burnt  District,  Union  county,  Mr.  Myers,  of 
Laportc  county,  and  Mr.  A.  D.  Koga,  of 
New  Amsterdam  The  witness  became  ac 
quainted  with  these  persons  on  the  14th  of 
June;  was  not  sure  that  Mr.  Lassalle,  of 
Cass  county  was  there.  He  was  elected 
member  of  the  .Supreme  Council  of  th 
United  .Slates.  .1.  C.  Davis  was  elected 
the  same  day. 

Mr.  11.  Hell’rea  was  a member  of  the 
Order:  witness  met  him  at  .Salem,  Indiana 
twice;  he  was  the  Deputy  Grand  Comman 
der  of  the  State  of  Indiana.  He  was  form 
erly  a Lieutenant  Colonel  of  an  Indiana 
regiment;  told  witness  that  he  and  Dodd 
had  the  right  to  call  the  Order  together  at 
any  time  they  might  think  proper,  and  al.so 
said  that  the  object  and  interest  of  the  or- 
ganization was  to  cooperate  with  the  Con 
federate  forces.  The  first  time  he  saw  the 
witness  he  took  him  for  a Commissioner 
from  the  Confederate  forces;  told  witneas 
that  there  were  seven  regiments  of  Forrest' 
men  disbanded  in  Kentucky  to  remain  at 
home  for  a time,  and  to  concentrate  when 
necessary.  A gentleman  asked  IlefTren  why 
a certain  lady  was  sent  to  .Salem,  Ind.  He 
said  they  expected  trouble  in  Kentucky, 
and^it  would  be  safer  in  .Salem,  Ind.,  than 
in  Kentucky.  He  met  a man  by  the  name 
of  Piper  in  Louisville,  who  said  he  resided 
in  Springfield,  III.  He  was  a member  of 
the  Order,  and  said  he  was  on  the  staff  of 
^ allandigham.  Piper  was  present  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Council  in  Kentucky 
and  a.ssisted  in  opening  the  meeting.  He 
said  that  James  A.  Barrett,  formerly  of  St. 
Louis,  was  their  chief  of  Vallandigham'i 
staff,  and  that  Captain  Hines,  of  the  reb 
el  army,  had  had  charge  of  the  releas 
ing  of  the  rebel  prisoners  at  Johnson 
Island.  Piper  said  he  had  a communica 
tion  from  Vallandigham  to  Bowles,  giving 
him  charge  of  the  releasing  of  the  rebe 
prisoners  at  Rock  Island,  which  was  to  be 
done  at  the  same  time.  Hines  was  then  in 
Canada  waiting  for  the  order  to  be  given 
and  the  time  to  come.  Hines  was  afterward 
captured  with  .Tohn  Morgan.  Piper  also 
said  that  lie  had  attended  a meeting  of  the 
Grand  Council  of  Illinois;  that  thev  had 
passed  a resolution  that  if  Kentucky  con- 
sidered it  advisable  to  resist  the  enlistment 
of  negroes,  the  members  of  the  Order  would 
prevent  the  Illinois  regiments,  or  Loyal 
Leagues  a.s  they  are  called  bv  the  Copper- 
heads, from  being  sent  out  of'the  State  bv 
thcGovernment  to  enforce  it : that  the  reso- 
lution was  unanimously  passeil  bv  the  Grand 
(.’ouncil  of  Illinois.

Bowles,  Kalftis, 
Charley  Miller  and  others  were  there.  The 
lower  part  or  butt  of  the  shell,  which  being 
unscrewed,  showed  another,  inside  of  which 
was  an  iron  case  to  contain  the  powder. 
Round  this  was  an  aperture  to  contain  the 
liquid  Greek  fire,  and  this  inner  shell  being 
loose  and  furnished  with  a percussion  cap, 
caused  an  explosion  on  its  striking  or  falling 
on  any  object.  This  infernal  machine  was 
intended  lo  be  used  lor  the  destruction  of 
Government  property.  A spherical  hand 
grenade  about  three  inches  in  diameter  was 
here  produced,  which  being  unscrewed 
the  center,  showed  an  inner  shell  furnished 
with  several  nipples  lor  percussion  caps. 

I he  inner  shell  was  to  contain  the  powder 
or  powder  and  btillets,  and  the  aperture 
between  the  inner  and  outer  shell  the  liquid 
Greek  fire.  The  shell  or  hand  grenade  on 
being  thrown  at  any  object  would  explode 
immediately  it  touched  any  object.  Every- 
thing near  it  would  be  ignited.  This  infernal 
machine  was  also  explained  to  those  persons 
named.  Bowles  told  the  witness  that  Greek 
fire  had  been  used  for  the  destruction  of  the 
two  boats  at  Louisville  in  the  spring,  and 
also  lor  a nuniher  of  boats  down  the  river  in 
April  or  May.  This  Greek  fire  on  breaking, 
he  said,  would  ignite  instantly  or  it  might  be 
made  to  ignite  sometime  afterward. 

I he  order  known  as  American  Knights 
had  been  changed,  as  Dodd  said,  by  Judge 
Bullitt  and  Mr.  Kalfus,  to  (he  Order  of  the 
Sons,  cl  Liberty,  and  Dodd  wanted  me  to 
distribute  a new  pamphlet  or  ritual  of  the 
order  throughout  the  State.  The  commands 
of  the  chiefs  of  the  order  were  paramount  to 
all  other  laws  or  orders,  and  were  to  be 
obeyed  in  opposition  to  .any  civil  laws  or 
orders  of  the  Government. 

The  cross  examination  was  lengthy.  .Stid 
ger  B testimony  was  strengthened,  many  new 
points  against  the  prisoner  and  the  order 
being  developed.  The  wiiness  had  joined 
t^he  order  as  a detective,  but  was  supposed  to 
be  a bona  fide  member  bv  the  order.  He  had 
been  assigned  this  work' by  Provost  Marshal 
Jones,  of  Louisville.  He  did  not  give  any 
opinion  of  his  own  as  to  Coffi n’s  assassination 
but  Judge  Bullitt's  opinion.  Dodd  and  oth- 
ers concurred  in  that  opinion.  He  never  met 
Coffin  in  lodges.  He  knew  him,  but  did  not 
communicate  anything  to  him.  Gatlin*  was 
present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Order  where 
Coffin's  as.sassination  was  discussed.  The 
witness  was  asked  for  a description  of  Mil- 
ligan and  H iimphrey,  which  was  quite  cor- 
rect.

In  reference  to  the  militarv  char.acter  of 
the  Order,  he  testified  that  he'did  not  know 
personally,  tl.at  they  were  armed  or  drilled 
but  was  told  that  at  the  .IVest  thev  were 
arming,  while  from  the  East  they  ex'pected 
money.  It  extended  over  Ohio,’  Indiana, 
Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Missouri,  Delaware,' 
Maryland,  Pennsylvania,  New  York  and 
Kentucky.  Dodd  told  him  that  he  was  at 
Chicago  at  the  meeting  of  July  20th,  and 
said  ‘‘we  came  to  such  conclusion  there.' 
Their  design  was  to  confine  the  war 
Kentucky  by  marching  their  forces 
and  co-operatinff  with  the 


to 
there 

co-operating  with  the  rebel  forces 
against  the  Government,  and  join  them  at 
Louisville.  It  was  a scheme  in  aid  of  the 
rebellion.  Dodd  and  Bowles  were  confident 
of  success.  Dr.  Athon  counseled  caution. 
He  was  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Council,  June  I4th.  He  adviseil  delay  un- 
til they  were  more  thoroughly  organized 
and  lilt  thev  could  see  what  they-  could  do’ 
at  tbe  polls.  The  counsel  asked  the  witness 
whether  Athon  did  not  counsel  delay  until 
they  knew  whether  the  election  was  to  be 
controlled  by  bayonets.  Witness  replied: 
He  said  they  should  use  their  military  pow- 
er at  tlie  polls  if  the  Government  undertook 
to  control  them,  and  that  there  would  be  a 
time  when  it  would  be  proper  to  use  their 
niilitary  power  against  the  Government,  but 
it  was  best  to  wait  till  after  the  election. 
Athon  so  stated  to  me  at  his  office.  Judge 
Bullitt  told  me  Athon  gave  him  the  same 
opinion.  Before  that  Mike  Bright,  Jesse  D. 
Bright’s  brother,  had  given  Butler  the  same 
opinion.  He  thought  twenty  thousand  men 


him.  Witness  did  not  know  that  he  knew 
of  the  action  in  this  State,  but  understood  he 
did  of  the  action  in  Chicago.  The  unwrit- 
ten work  of  the  order  is  its  signs,  Ac  , and 
Its  secret  insurrectionarv  designs,  and  armed 
co-operation  with  the  .South.  Dr.  Bowles 
■said  he  knew  of  a man  who  would  furnish 
arms  of  any  kind  and  quality  at  anv  time 
the  order  would  designate. 

The  committee  of  thirteen  appointed  op 
the  I4th  of  July  were  to  act  in  the  recess  of 
the  Grand  Council,  and  their  acts  to  be  as 
legal  as  those  of  the  Council  itself.  Bock- 
ing  explained  his  Greek  fire  at  his  room  in 
the  Louisville  Hotel.  Bowles  said  he  was  a 
Dieniber.  Assisting  the  South  was  discussed 
before  him,  and  he  said  his  machine  was 
the  very  thing  needed.  Bowles  said  they 
had  tested  Bocking,  and  sent  him  to  Canada, 
and  made  him  spend  his  money  in  testing 
this  machine  for  the  benefit  ot  the  Order, 
and  to  experiment  with  it  for  the  destruction 
of  Government  property.  Bowles,  Dodd, 
Bullitt,  and  a chemist,  experimented  with 
Greek  fire  in  a basement  at  Indianapolis 
one  Sunday. 

Without  concluding  the  cross  examina- 
tion, the  Commission  adjoiirneil  to  2 P.  M., 
on  Thursday. 

Indianapolis,  Sept.  30. — The  Commission 
met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  The  cross- 
examination  of  Felix  S.  Studer,  the  Govern- 
ment witness,  was  recommenced  by  J.  VV. 
Gordon,  counsel  for  the  accused.  The  wit 
ness  had  lived  in  Kentucky,  Indiana  and 
Missouri  for  some  years  before  engaging  as  a 
Government  detective.  His  occupation  was 
selling  dry  goods  part  of  the  time,  but  prin- 
cipally in  following  the  trade  of  a carpenter 
and  builder.  He  enlisted  in  the  15th  Ken- 
tucky Volunteers,  1st  division,  14th  army 
corps;  but  was  detailed  as  a clerk  from  the 
time  of  enlisting.  He  was  in  the  army  six- 
teen months.  The  name  the  witness  assumed 
in  his  first  interview  with  Dr.  Bowles,  at 
French  Lick  Spring,  Ky.,  was  J.  J.  Grundy. 
He  told  Dr.  Bowles  that  he  had  been  install- 
ed in  the  first,  or  vestibule  degree  of  the 
Order  of  the  .Sons  of  Liberty,  on  which 
Bowles  entered  into  a conversation  and  told 
the  wiiness  the  plans  and  design.s  of  the 
Order;  that,  he  (Bowles)  was  the  military 
chief,  and  that  a man  by  the  name  of  Wright 
of  St.  Louis,  was  the  civil  chief.  The  Order 
of  which  these  men  were  chiefs  was  called 
the  Order  of  the  .Sons  of  Liberty. 

The  witness  had  since  met  Bowles  in  the 
Lodges  where  the  ritual  and  colloquiesof  the 
Order  have  been  gone  through  with.  All  the 
members  of  the  American  Knights  were  not 
admitted  into  the  Order  of  the  .Sonsof  Liberty. 
The  latter  Order  was  in  all  its  essentials 
exactly  like  the  Order  of  American  Knights, 
but  they  admitted  into  the  Order  of  the  .Sons 
of  Liberty  only  such  a.s  were  considered  true 
to  the  principles  of  the  Order  and  were 
deemed  reliable  and  worthy  of  admission. 
The  title  of  the  Order  was  changed  from  O. 
A.  K.,  to  O.  S.  L , and  some  additions  were 
made  to  the  ritual  of  the  Order,  among 
which  was  the  motto  “Resistance  to  Tyrants 
is  obedience  to  God,'  which  was  introduced 
as  part  of  the  colloquy  or  secret  sign  of  re- 
cognition between  members;  the  two  persons 
pronouncing  the  alternate  words.  This 
motto  was  said  by  members,  to  have  been 
intro<luced  by  Vallandigham.  The  New 
York  commiuee  bad  revised  the  ritual. 

Dr.  Bowles  gave  the  witness  a programme 
of  the  operations  of  the  Order.  Illinois  was 
to  furnish  fifty  thousand,  who  were  to  con- 
centrate at  St.  Louis,  and  to  cooperate  with 
Missouri,  which  was  to  furnish  thirty 
thousand:  and  these  combined  forces  were 
to  co-operate  with  Price,  who  was  to  invade 
Missouri  with  20,000  men,  or  what  force 
Jeff.  Davis  could  furnish,  and  that  the 
100,000  in  all  were  to  hold  Missouri  against 
any  Federal  force  brought  against  them, 
Indiana  was  lo  furnish  40,000  lo  60,000  men 
lo  co-operate  with  whatever  force  Ohio  might 
send,  and  all  these  then  to  be  thrown  into 
Louisville,  and  were  lo  co-operate  with 
whatever  force  Jeff.  Davis  could  send  lo 
Eastern  Kentucky,  under  Buckner  and 
Breckinridge,  or  whoever  Jeff'.  Davis  might 
deem  best  to  conduct  the  operations.  This 
was  the  programme  which  Bowles  gave  the 
witness  On  his  first  visit,  in  the  early  part  of 
May,  1864.  The  object  of  witness'  visit  lo 
Bowles  was  to  know  what  he  knew  of  the 
conspiracy. 

At  .Salem,  ind.,  he  became  acquainted 
with  Heffren,  who  was  formerly  a Lieuten- 
ant Colonel  in  an  Indiana  regiment  He 
told  wiiness  that  he  was  expecting  a 
commission  in  the  Conte Jerate  forces  then 
n Kentucky,  and  some  of  the  forces  of 
Forrest,  who  had  disbanded  after  the 
massacre  at  Fort  Pillow.  He  thought 
witness  might  be  his  commissioner.  Before 
being  introduced  to  Heffren,  he  had  a 
conversation  with  John , who  spoke 


of  Heffren  as  one  of  the  Butternut  tigers  of 
that  county.  He  said  he  had  been  at 
Indianapolis  a few  days  before,  consulting 
with  H.  H.  Dodd  about  calling  a meeting  of 
the  Grand  Council  of  the  Stale,  and  that  it 
would  be  between  the  I3th  and  I7th  of  June. 
He  further  told  witness  that  he  and  Dodd 
were  the  only  two  men  who  liad  a right  lo 
call  the  members  of  the  Order  together,  and 
that  it  would  number  between  75,000  and 
80,000  men.  With  this  information,  witness 
went  to  visit  Dr.  Bowles  a second  time. 
Bowles  had  been  from  home,  but  no  one  at 
the  house  knew  where.  Bowles  had  been  to 
Indianapolis,  where  there  had  been  a meet- 
ing ot  some  of  the  chiefs  of  the  Order.  Judge 
Bullitt,  of  Kentucky,  Barrett,  ot  Mis.«ouri, 
and  some  ot  the  chiefs  ot  Indiana,  were  there. 
The  occupation  on  Sunday  was  testing  and 
experimenting  with  this  Greek  fire  in  the 
basement  of  some  building.  This  matter 
Bowles  said  they  had  got  to  answer  perfectly. 

At  the  Indianapolis  meeting,  Missouri 
was  pledged  for  thirty  thousand,  and  Illinois 
for  fifty  thousand  to  co-operate  with  Price. 
Indiana,  Bowles  said  at  that  lime,  would 
furnish  forty  thousand.  Before  that  he  said 
they  would  furuish  more.  The  witness 
became  acquainted  with  Judge  Bullitt  by 
Dr.  Bowles  giving  him  a message  to  B.  He 
met  B.  about  the  31si  of  May.  The 
message  lo  Judge  Bullitt  was  that  Mr. 
Humphries  was  willing  to  take  a Brigadier 
General's  position,  provided  he  could  remain 
n the  rear.  [Laughter.]  Bullitt  said  that 
as  satisfactory.  Bullitt  .said  he  had  spent 
great  deal  ot  money  in  this  affair,  and 
that  be  was  willing  to  spend  every  cent  he 
had,  and  that  he  hoped  soon  to  be  able  to 

steal  a good  living  from  the  d d villians. 

Wiiness  passed  at  this  interview  under  the 
name  of  J.  J.  Grundy.  With  respect  lo 
this  contemplated  as.sassination  of  William 
Coffin,  the  United  States  detective,  .Judge 
Bullitt,  Mr.  Piper,  Mr.  Chambers,  of 
Gallatin  county,  Kentucky ; D.  C.  Whips, 
of  Louisville,  Ky.;  Dr.  Kalfus,  and  myseli 
had  a conference.  Some  others  were 


present. 

This  was 


tbe  first  or  second  of  June. 


speaking  of  the  murder  of  Coffin,  but 
did  not  think  he  took  part  in  it.  He  was 
invited  to  the  house  of  William  Harrison, 
and  had  some  conversation  about  the 
order  .\boiit  forty  or  fifty  members  were 
presetn. 

At  the  Grand  Council  at  Indianapolis  on 
the  14th  of  June,  Dodd  said  that  if  Coffin 
had  penetrated  the  secrets  of  the  Order,  he 
onght  to  be  made  way  with.  Gattling  was 
present  at  the  Indianapolis  meeting  when 
they  expressed  a unanimous  opinion  that 
Coffin  ought  to  be  murdered.  Tliere  was  no 
vote  taken  on  the  subject.  Dodd  was  the 
only  one  who  volunteered  to  go  to  Hamilton 
to  assist  in  the  assassination  of  Coffin.  Mc- 
Bride said  he  would  like  to  go,  but  circum- 
stances prevented  this.  McBride  was  a 
large  fleshy  man,  of  medium  bight,  4U  years 
of  age  or  more.  Dodd,  Bowles,  and  tlie  wit- 
ness went  on  the  cars  to  Hamilton,  and 
Milligan  met  them  there,  but  they  did  not 
find  Coffin.  They  spent  nearly  all  ot  one 
day  in  Ristine’s  office,  waiting  for  young 
Risiine  to  point  out  Coffin,  should  he  pass. 
He  saw  Coffin  in  the  latter  part  of  the  day  ; 
knew  Coffin  before,  and  merely  feigned  igno- 
rance; did  not  know  why  the  uprising  failed, 
but  got  the  programme  from  Dodd.  Bullitt 
was  arrested  on  Saturday,  and  Dodd  gave 
witness  the  programme  on  Wednesday  or 
Thursday  of  the  same  week. 

Witness  went  lo  Bowles,  who  told  him 
that  they  had  agreed  on  it  at  Chicago.  He 
understood  that  Bowles  had  a message  from 
Dodd  that  the  programme  would  not  take 
place.  That  message  was  sent  by  a boy 
thirteen  or  fourteen  years  old,  whom  he 
knew.  He  met  him  between  Paoli  and 
Bowles'  residence.  Bowles  said  he  might 
yet  consent  to  the  uprising  if  they  got  the 
co-operation  of  the  rebel  Colonels,  Je.sse, 
Sippert  and  Walker,  in  Kentucky.  Dodd 
confided  the  insurrectionary  scheme  to  but 
few.  He  .said  he  talked  freely  about  such 
matters  only  lo  Harrison  and  wiiness.  He 
did  not  confide  much  in  Voorhees,  who 
seemed  lo  be  in  the  confidence  of  the  or- 
ganization. The  rebel  officer  who  got  the 
work  of  the  order  in  Kentucky  was  Colonel 
Anderson,  of  tbe  3d  Kentucky  Cavalry,  who 
knew  Dr.  Kalfus,  who  gave  him  the  vesti- 
bule and  first  degree.  Witness  gave  him 
the  second  and  third  degrees  by  order  of 
Kalfus.  Bowles  slated  that  at  the  Republi- 
can bodies  at  Indianapolis,  wbo.se confidence 
he  obtained,  had  said  the  Government 
would  acknowledge  the  Confederacy  if  they 
were  assured  no  Northwestern  Confederacy 
would  be  formed.  Piper  had  a communica' 
tion  for  Bowles  from  \’allandigham,  giving 
him  tlie  duty  of  releasing  the  prisoners  at 
rtock  island.  Capt.  Hines,  of  Morgan's 
staff',  who  was  captured  and  escaped  with 
Morgan,  was  on  Vallandigham’s  staff,  and 
was  detailed  to  release  the  prisoners  at 
Johnson's  Islaud.  Piper  told  witness  this  at 
Louisville,  when  iu  Kalfus' office,  on  July 
10th.  Kalfus,  Harrison,  Bowles,  and  Piper, 
told  me  the  G A.  K.  and  Sons  of  Liberty 
were  essentially  the  same  Order. 

In  the  direct  examination  again  the  wit- 
ness stated  that  no  intimation  or  promise  of 
reward  had  induced  him  to  testify.  Coffin's 
character  as  a detective  was  first  revealed  to 
him  and  the  Order  by  Dr.  Chambers,  of 
Warsaw,  Ky.  The  Ord'er  had  four  different 
names,  but  he  knew  only  ot  the  Order  of 
•American  Knights  and  Sons  of  Liberty. 
I'he  witness  then  went  through  a portion  of 
the  unwritten  book  of  the  Order — the  grips, 
signs,  words  and  colloquies  of  the  several 
degrees.  .Among  the  signs  was  that  of  the 
Southern  Cross.  At  the  lime  Bullitt  was 
arrested  he  carried  in  his  hand  a satchel, 
which  was  quite  heavy.  Afterward  the  wit 
ness  understood  he  had  gold  in  it,  having 
cashed  one  of  his  checks  on  Montreal,  arid 
having  the  other  on  his  person. 

Geo  E.  Pugh,  of  (.'incinnali,  was  sworn 
and  examined  us  to  whether  certain  letters 
to  Dodd  and  Voorhees  offered  in  evidence 
were  in  Vallandigham  s hand  writing.  He 
identified  them  as  such,  because  he  had  seen 
him  write  many  letters  and  ha.I  received 
many  from  him.  The  council  for  the  defense 
were  satisfied  on  that  point.  The  only 
letter  of  Vallandigham’s  yet  admitted  is  .as 
follows

Your  letter  wirti  names  received  all  right. 
Jos.  Kirkpatrick,  of  N.  Y.  city,  a dealer 
in  arms,  was  sworn  and  examined  in  refer- 
erence  to  purchase  of  arms  shipped  lo  J.  J. 
Parsons  i Co.,  of  this  city.  He  identified 
the  arms  found  in  Dodd's  office,  as  those  sold 
by  him  to  a man  who  represented  himself 
as  Harris.  They  were  marked  by  Harris  who 
paid  for  them.  “J.  .1.  Parsons  A Co.,  Indiana' 
polis,  Indiana.”  He  sold  him  290  revolvers, 
and  contracted  to  lurnish  him  2,500  more 
and  135,000  pistol  catridges.  He  judged 
from  what  Harris  first  said,  that  they  were 
to  be  shipped  to  Mexico. 

The  Commission  took  a rece.s.s  until  two 
o'clock  P.  M. 

Afternoon  Session. — Win.  Clayton,  a witness 
for  the  Government,  was  then  introduced. 
He  resided  in  Warren  county,  Illinois;  was 
a member  of  the  Order  of  American  Knights, 
and  since  that  of  the  Order  of  the  Sons  ot 
Liberty  ; was  initiated  into  the  three  degrees; 
entered  and  continued  iu  the  Order  in  good 
faith  ; was  admitted  a member  on  the  1st  of 
July,  1863.  He  was  initiated  by  Dr.  McCart- 
ney and  a man  by  the  name  of  Griffith, 
residing  in  Monmouth  county,  Illinois  : 
couldn't  remember  the  obligation  he  took  on 
entering  the  Order,  but  had  the  ritual  of  the 
first  degree  of  the  O.  A.  K.  The  conclud- 
ing portion  of  the  obligation  is  as  follows: 

“I  do  further  promise  that  I will,  at  all 
times,  if  needs  be,  take  up  arms  in  the 
cause  of  the  oppressed  in  my  country,  first 
of  all  against  any  Monarch,  Prince,  Pow  ;r 
or  Government  which  may  be  found  in  arms 
against  a people  or  peoples  who  are  endeav- 
oring to  establish,  or  have  inaugurated  a 
Government  for  themselves,  of  their  free 
choice  in  accordance  with,  and  founded  upon 
the  eternal  principles  of  truth  which  I have 
first  sworn  on  the  vestibule  and  now  in  this 
presence  do  swear  to  maintain  inviolate  and 
defend  with  my  life.  This  I do  promise 
witliout  reservation  or  evasion  of  mind,  with- 
out regard  lo  the  name,  station,  condition  or 
designation  of  the  invading  or  coercing 
power  whether  it  shall  arise  from  within  or 
come  Irom  without,  all  this  1 do  solemnlv 
promise  and  swear  sacre.lly  to  observe,  per 
torn),  and  keep  with  inil  knowledge  and 
understanding,  and  with  my  full  assent  that 
the  penalty  which  will  follow  a violation  ol 
any  or  either  of  these  most  solemn  vows 
will  be  a sudden  and  shameful  death,  while 
my  name  shall  be  consigned  to  infamy.

; Much  lias  iieen  s u.l  about  the  drall 
ing  of  soldiers,  and  the  enlistment  of  ne- 
groes. Had  the  men  in  tlie  counties  where 
gtoes  and  rebels  and  rebel  sympalliizers 
most  abound,  volunteered  as  promptly  as 
they  did  in'tlie  iiiouritaina  wliere  few  negroes 
are  owned,  and  Unionists  loriii  the  mass  of 
the  population,  there  would  have  been  no 
need  for  drafting  soldiers  or  enlisting  negroes 


McClellan,  in  his  letter  of  accep- 
tance, eayg,  very  lucidly  and  grammatically 
that  he  will,  if  elected,  “endeavor,  by  the 
I operation  of  a more  vigorous  nationality,  to 
; resume  aur  commanding  position  among  the 
1 nations  of  the  earth”  It  is  to  be  presumed 
I that,  by  tlie  word  “vur"  lie  means  the  United 
States,  not  himsd/ ; for  certainly  his  own 
position  among  those  nations  has  never  been 
very  commanding,  as  they  did  not  know 
sncli  a man  existed  till — on  the  strength  ol 
Rosecrans’s  victories  in  W'csl  Virginia — he 
was  called  to  the  head  of  onr  armies.  But 
why  does  lie  talk  of  our  nation  resuming  its 
commanding  position  ? When  did  it  lose 
it?  .Any  man  of  sense  knows  that  our 
country  stands  higher  now  than  she  has  ev- 
er before  done.  The  settled  determination 
to  save  the  Republic,  no  matter  what  it  may 
cost  in  time,  treasure,  or  blood,  and  the  im- 
mense resources  which  this  war  has  devel- 
oped, have  attracted  the  attention  of  Eu- 
rope, and  caused  a deep  interest  to  be  felt  in 
our  affairs,  while  the  respect  of  freemen  and 
patriots  of  every  clime  has  been  won  by  our 
patient  endurance  of  the  trials  to  which  we 
liave  been  subjected.  No  one  can  doubt,  but 
that  for  the  fear  which  this  determination, 
and  the  power  we  have  put  forth  for  the 
suppression  of  this  rebellion,  have  engender 
eil  in  llie  governments  of  England  and 
France,  they  vrould  long  since  have  recog- 
nized the  Southern  Confederacy,  or  other- 
wise interfered  in  our  unhappy  alfairs. 
They  are  now  farther  from  it  than  ever;  and 
just  in  proportion  to  our  revelation  of  pow- 
er in  tills  great  contest  are  these  nations 
becoming  more  and  more  careful  in  their 
actions  towards  us.  No,  it  is  not  necessary 
to  call  McClellan  to  the  Presidential  chair 
that  we  may  “resume  our  commanding 
position  among  liie  nations  of  tlie  eartli ;’’ 
under  the  pre-ent  administration  this  posi- 
tion has  been  taken,  and  is  now  firmly  es- 
tablished. 


Bkif*Mayor  Guntlier  lately  vetoed  some 
resolutions  passed  by  the  Council  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  calling  for  a general  illumi- 
nation of  tlie  city  in  honor  of  tlie  recent 
victories  on  land  and  sea,  and  thanking  the 
gallant  soldiers  and  sailors  to  whose  efforts 
those  victories  were  due;  His  reasons  for 
this  step  are  as  offensive  and  indecent  as 
they  are  unpatriotic.  He  says  that  the  vic- 
tories lately  won  by  Farragut,  .Sheridan  and 
Sherman  art  nol  Union  vicloritt,  and  that 
Union  men  can  not  be  expected  to  rejoice  over 
them.  He  intimates — and  so  strongly  that 
the  intimation  amounts  to  a declaration — 
that  the  defeats  of  the  rebels,  of  which  we 
have  lately  heard,  are  mere  inventions  of 
“papers  in  the  employ  of  the  .Administra- 
tion,’ nol  to  be  believed  or  rejoiced  over- 
He  objects  to  any  exhibitions  of  joy  at  the 
triumph  of  the  Union  forces  over  such  trait- 
ors as  Davis,  Lee,  Hood,  Beauregard,  Early 
and  their  companions  in  their  infamous 
crime,  because  the  effect  of  these  rejoicings 
will  be  to  acknowledge  that  these  are  victo- 
ries over  enemies. 

MayorGunther  looks  upon  them  mjriendt 
and  wishes  us  to  be  very  careful  not  to  hurt 
their  tender  feelings  ! He  also  regards  the 
proposed  demonstration  as  a political  move — 
all  that  is  proposed  is  a rejoicing  over  the 
late  victories  of  the  Union  arms — and  fear- 
ing that  it  is  a snare  for  the  “Democracy,’’ 
refuses  to  give  it  his  sanction  ! Now,  we 
have  only  called  attention  to  this  because 
Mayor  Gunther  is  a representative  man  of 
the  “Democratic  party,”  was  President  ol 
the  McClellan  ratification  meeting  held  in 
New  York,  and  is  McClellan’s  intimate 
friend,  and  one  of  hiscliief  advisers.  But  for 
this,  the  actions  and  sayings  of  C.  Godfrey 
Gunther  are  not  worthy  of  a thought — the 
trash  and  base  insiniiations  of  his  letter 
might  pass  unnoticed;  but  as  McClellau’s 
intimate  friend  and  supporter  his  views  be- 
come important. 


A large  meeting  of  the  tuerchaiils  and 
business  men  of  Philadelphia  was  held  in 
that  city,  on  the  evening  of  September  30, 
for  the  purpose  of  expressing  their  sympathy 
with  the  Union  party,  and  pledging  it  their 
support.  Of  the  one  hundred  and  fifty 
gentlemen  who  acted  as  officers  of  the  meet 
ing,  seventy  one  vote.f  against  Mr.  Lincoln 
at  the  last  election.  The  North  American 
declares  that  nearly  every  Philadelphia 
merchant  wlio  voted  for  Bell  and  Everett  and 
against  Mr.  Lincoln  will  now  vote  for  him, 
and  work  for  the  Union  cause.  'I'liese  men 
evidently  do  not  think  that  our  country  is 
on  the  eve  of  financial  ruin,  and  that  “the 
condition  of  our  finances,  the  depreciation  of 
the  paper  money,  and  the  burdens  thereby 
imposed  on  labor  and  capital,"  call  for  a 
change  of  Administration,  that  ,we  may 
“return  to  a sound  financial  system."  On 
the  contrary,  they  assert  “tliat  not  only  the 
liberties  and  institutions  of  our  country,  but 
also  the  financial  and  commercial  stability  which 
are  so  important  to  the  welfare  of  our  people, 
would  he  greatly  jeopardized  by  the  substi- 
tution of  nexB  men  and  neto  measures,  for  those 
which  have  been  long  tried  and  well  ap- 
proveil." 

For  a week  or  two  tliere  has  been  in 
circulation  rumors  that  Georgia  had  propos- 
e.l  peace  terms  to  tlie  C/overninetil.
